The Town’s financial and related records are in excel- 
lent condition. Those individuals involved in the day-to- 
day financial and recordkeeping operations of the Town in- 
cluding, but not limited to, Olive Tash (Administrative 
Assistant), Phyllis Thompson (Town Clerk/Tax Collector) and 
Warren Brown (Treasurer) are to be commended for their dili- 
gence and attention to detail in performing their duties. 


While no significant discrepancies were noted in the 
audit of the Town’s records and financial reports, the fol- 
lowing observations and/or recommendations (not necessarily 
listed in order of importance) are offered for your consid- 
eration: j | 


Ls The Selectmen and the Town Treasurer have 
continued to maintain a cash management program which 
has made excellent use of funds available. As the 
Selectmen and Treasurer continue to explore and imple- 
ment methods to reduce interest costs and maximize pro- 
tection of Town funds, I would recommend that all such 
policies be reduced to writing as developed and then 
periodically reviewed for necessary revisions. 


2s Over a period of years, more than one employer 
identification number (EIN) has been used when estab- 
lishing banking and investment accounts. As Bookkeeper 
Trustee of the Trust Fund, Carole Gaynor became aware of 
this problem prior to the audit and has already implem- 
ented a program to ensure that the proper EIN is used 
for all accounts in the the Trust Funds. 


aye The Internal Revenue Service requires the 
issuance of Form 1099 to those providing services to the 
Town in a non-employee capacity if the compensation paid 
exceeds $600. It was noted that no Form 1099 was issued 
for services rendered in’ the upkeep and maintenance of 
the Town Cemeteries. 


4. Of the $5600.18 shown in the Town Report as of 
December 31, 1991 for Unredeemed Taxes relating to 1988 
and prior years, $5518.48 is still outstanding for pre- 
1988 year(s). Therefore, the property(ies) involved 
should be deeded to the Town. 


5. The sum of the amounts of unredeemed taxes 
listed alphabetically by owner in the Town Report does 
not equal the total unredeemed taxes listed by year in 
the Summary of Tax Lien Accounts. The latter is correct 
and agrees with the Tax Collector’s records and work- 
papers. The Tax Collector is preparing for distribution 
to interested parties an amended list of owners with 
unredeemed taxes. 
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6. The funding of warrant articles for capital 
reserve funds generally occurs in late December. For 
the sake of clarity, it is recommended that whenever a 
new capital reserve account is established, the Report 
of the Trustees of the Trust Fund as published in the 
Town Report indicate the balance at the beginning of the 
year was $0.00. Then, the amount and timing of the 
funding during the year could be shown together with 
interest earned and the balance at the end of the year. 
For example, the Capital Reserve Fund for the Cruiser as 
reflected in the December 31, 1991 Town Report shows a 
beginning balance of $7,000.00, interest earned of $0.75 
and an ending balance of $7,000.75. Without the knowl- 
edge that this warrant article was not funded until the 
end of December, 1991, one might erroneously conclude 
that the $7,000 was not prudently invested. 


a In the Summary of Tax Lien Accounts shown in 
the December 31, 1991 Town Report, the Balance of 
Unredeemed Taxes at Beginning of Fiscal Year relating to 
the 1989 Levy and in the amount of $157,181.35 was 
$3,791.36 less than the Ending Balance for the same Levy 
as reflected in the December 31, 1990 Town Report; i.e., 
S609 lea. The difference was received from the 
property owner and deposited by the Town in 1990 but was 
also mistakenly included in the amount Unredeemed Tax 
Taxes Sold to Town during 1990. The Tax Collector found 
the error when reconciling accounts for the 1991 Town 
Report and adjusted the Beginning Balance accordingly. 
The property owner involved was correctly credited with 
all payments made. 


S. Account B Income of the Report of the Trustees 
of the Trust Fund as published in the Town Report should 
have included a line item for Income During Year in the 
amount of $2,127.16. The income has been properly ac- 
counted for and the Balance End of Year of $6,106.66 is 
correct. 


9. Due to posting errors pertaining to year of 
receipt of interest, the amount reported in the Town 
Report for the Capital Reserve Fund for Repairing Three 
Bridges was overstated by $177.90 and the amount 
reported for the Capital Reserve Fund for Roads 
Reconstruction was understated by $153.94. This is an 
accounting adjustment only as to timing and does not 
affect the integrity of the Funds involved.

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BRENTWOOD INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION REPORT 


At the March, 1989 Town Meeting, the voters of Brentwood formed a committee 
with a two year life to "pursue the bringing to Brentwood of specific 
corporate or other entities...to...broaden the town's tax base." This 
comnittee, funded in the first year by voluntary contributions from its 
members, local businesses and townspeople, became known as_ Brentwood 
Industrial Development Commission. 


In its first year, BIOC inventoried and catalogued all commercial property 
for sale in Brentwood and began an advertising program letting outside 
people know of our Town and that there was an organization to help them find 
property and settle here. 


In their responses to advertising, clients indicated a rather strong 
preference for existing buildings (as opposed to building new) and for an 
infrastructure such as roads, water and sewers. 


The Town voted, in the Spring of 1990 to fund BIDC. Advertising continued, 
but as the economic environment worsened, we received fewer responses. 
Advertising was stopped when it was seen as not cost-effective. 


Our inventory of property for sale was entered into a statewide data bank 
maintained by the Office of Economic Development in Concord. A working 
relationship was developed with them. 


Development of a brochure was initiated, describing the assets of Brentwood 
such as location, tax structure, road net, education facilities, life 
quality etc. This was completed at absolute minimum cost due to efforts of 
the Commission members. This was to be used in target mailings. 


In the Spring of 1991, BIDC asked for and was granted an additional year of 
life, and, because of the economy, did not ask for additional monies. 


The new brochure was used in mailings to New England small businesses of 
industrial nature and to large businesses nationwide where there might be 
interest in our local pure water supply. 


Contact with the NH Office of State Planning disclosed that there are grants 
competetively available to assist towns in their economic development. 
Access to this required that a non-profit corporation be formed; it was 
established and named the Brentwood Growth Authority. 


With the contacts and experience gained through BIDC, and with Brentwood 
Growth Authority "up and running", our town is now well positioned to 
benefit from any opportunities that become available as the State recovers 
from its recession. 

This year, we are asking the townspeople to provide funding and to allow the 
continued operation of the Brentwood Industrial Development Commission.

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Report of the Brentwood Recycling Committee 


Brentwood's recycling efforts began 1991 with an enthusiastic network of 

66 volunteers staffing the temporary transfer center every Saturday morn- 
ing. This program collected over 40 tons of glass, aluminum, and newsprint 
on an annual basis, or, about 5% of our total solid waste stream. When the 
recyclables collecting company announced a sharp increase in containers 
rental and transporting fees, the Recycling Committee had to explore more 
viable options . Curbside pick-up was recommended to the Townspeople, 

and the funds to purchase our now familiar maroon bins were quickly approv- 
ed by last year's town meeting. Through Sarah Campbell's persistent effort 
Brentwood received a NH state grant for 50% of the bins' cost, saving us 
over $2,000.00. Concurrently, Charlie Pratt diligently pursued a grant 

for recycling education for $998.50 from the 53-B Trash District; this 
money is being used to print and distribute recycling tips and guidelines 
to the over 700 Brentwood households and helped launch the curbside pro- 
gram successfully. The balance of that grant has helped us promote re- 
cycling at Swasey Central School, including construction of a four-bay 


organic composting demonstration facility at the rear of the school. 


In conclusion, Brentwood's Curbside Recycling Program is operating very 
smoothly and saves nearly two tons per week of glass, aluminum, and news- 
print from the landfill. The committee's goal for 1992 is to develop a 
drop-off center for recycling plastic containers, so we'll be seeking 
your ideas and your help once again. Our sincere thanks go out to all 


for this community's resource conservation efforts!

The school year 1991-1992 has seen the first year of our secondary 
schools functioning under the amended AREA Agreement. 


Also, during the 1991-1992 year we have implemented the revised K- 
6 Reading Curriculum and the revised K-2 Math Curriculum. Much 
appreciation is owed to those teachers and administrators from all SAU 
16 schools who participated in these critical projects. 


The tuition rate for 1992-1993 at EAHS and EAJHS was set by the 
cooperative process detailed in the AREA agreement and the AREA Capital 
Committee has made a recommendation to the Exeter School Board 
regarding the science area of the EAHS. 


The major focus of the development of each of our six school 
budgets for 1992-1993 has been the balance between the economic 
limitations we are all experiencing and the requirements we all share to 
adequately fund the education of our young who have only this opportunity 
to receive their public education. 


There are plans for science classroom additions at EAHS and 
classroom additions and renovations at Exeter's Main Street School which 
will be placed before the Exeter taxpayers at the Annual District Meeting. 
A series of informational hearings sponsored by the respective building 
committees and the Exeter School Board have been held to inform the 
electorate of the specifics of each proposal. We are very grateful to those 
citizens who are serving on these facility committees. 


Finally, a word of appreciation must be extended to the members of 
the budget committees in each of our communities. The input and advice 
each offers during the budget process is insightful and helpful as we 
attempt to construct responsible budgets which can meet our 
responsibilities to children. 
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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


The 1991-92 school year has been a transition year 
at Swasey School. Thanks to the leadership of Dr. 
Robert Sinibaldi, the interim principal, the beginning of 
school went very smoothly. The usual high 
expectations for both behavior and academics were 
upheld for all children. 


In December the new principal, Diane Nockles, spent 
> days at the school becoming familiar with students, 
faculty and routines. On January 2, she began her full 
time responsibilities. For the first month a number of 
staff meetings and parent meetings were held in order 
to ensure that information about the reorganization 
process be received by all constituents. The training 
sessions for teachers began on January 24 and will 
continue this spring and into the summer. 


As the year progresses there will be ongoing 
attention to curriculum development and articulation 
throughout the grades with the end result that there be 
both consistency at grade level and continuity between 
grades. 


Recognizing that a strong school program includes 
Art, Music and Physical Education, Swasey School pays 
close attention to these disciplines. The music teacher, 
Mrs. Nancy Jamrog, led the children in providing a 
Holiday Program for parents just before winter break. 
The products of the art program can be seen throughout 
the school as our art teacher, Mrs. Madeline Kerr, 
updates displays regularly. Mr. Larry Averill, the 
physical education teacher, continues to provide 
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students with extra curricular activities - soccer in 
the fall, basketball in the winter and this year the 
beginning of a jump rope team which meets at 8:00 a.m. 
on Thursday mornings and is attended by 40 or more 
children and many parents. 


New additions to the staff this year are Jamie 
Marcello, grade 1; Jendiss Frizzell, grade 5; Barbara 
Bettcher, intermediate resource room; Kristen Kinne, 
primary resource room; Janis Petersen-Place, our 
integrator at grade 1 and Ann Bell, School Secretary. 
We are very thankful to have them among us. 


Swasey School's Yolunteers once again received a 
blue ribbon for the 10th consecutive year and were 
honored at a luncheon in Nashua on February 7, 1992. 
Teachers further honored them at a workshop and a 
brunch in the library on February 13. The volunteers can 
be proud of their continuous effort to provide Swasey 
school with services and resources which wouldn't be 
possible without them. 


It is our hope as we embark upon some new and 


exciting changes at Swasey School that we will be able 
to enjoy open, honest communication and collaboration.
